Secretary of Agriculture* Bran- 
nan announced late yesterday that 
rigid acreage allotments and m ar­ 
keting Quotas in effect this year 
will be suspended for next year’s 
crop. 
In taking this action, the sec­ 
retary said the nation needs at 
least two-thirds more cotton than 
farm ers grew this year. 
Other­ 
wise, it might run into a serious 
shortage under the National De­ 
fense program. 
Officials say it is reasonable to 
assum e that there will be a sharp 
expansion in the Mississippi Delta 
area, Texas, Oklahoma and Cali­ 
fornia. 
Cotton 
production 
has 
been moving westw ard for the 
past several decades. 
Production 
costs generally are lower there. 
B rannan already has asked for a 
larger crop of w heat next year. 
He asked farmers to plant at least 
72,000,000 acres 
compared 
with 
about 69,000,000 this year. 
His next big decision must re­ 
late to corn, the major livestock 
feed grain and the basis for beef 
and hog production.

Record Ride to Independence 
Made By Aubry In 1848

O ne of the m ost fam ous rides in 
w estern history began September 
12. 1848, w hen F rancis Xavier A u­ 
bry sw u n g into the saddle of a 
sw ift horse at S anta Fe, New M exi­ 
co. an d galloped off for Indepen­ 
dence, 780 miles aw ay. Five days 
and 16 hours later he pulled up in 
front of the N oland house in In­ 
dependence. E arlier the sam e y ear 
he covered the sam e distance in 
the record tim e of eight days, w in ­ 
ning a $1000 w ager for th a t trip, 
but he decided to prove th a t the 
trip could be m ade in even less 
time. 
R elays of fresh horses w ere sta ­ 
tioned along the w ay for A ubry. 
F or 24 hours he rode th ro u g h rain, 
and over h u ndreds of m iles of the 
trail 
he found 
m ud 
and flood- 
sw ollen stream s. He slept b u t two 
and o ne-half hours on the trip 
and ate six meals. T he fast horses 
he rode gave out u n d er the re ­ 
lentless grind, and six of them had 
to be killed. On one occasion A u ­ 
bry w alked 20 miles w hen a horse 
gave out.

The yield of 126.3 bushels per 
afcre, which sets a record for the 
tdub was made by Floyd Phillips 
?and Eugene Deverger who operate 
the Mrs. Emma Boyce farm near 
Wyatt. Calvin Singleton on the 
Harold Hill 
farm 
southeast of 
Bertrand 
was 
certified by 
the 
yield determination committee to 
have grown 117.6 bushels per acre. 
C. J. Jackson, ‘operator ot the 
Dr. Jam es P. Bridges land near 
Howlett Switch was credited by 
the committee with having produc 
ed 100.5 bushels per acre. All three 
of tfiese farms are under the man­ 
agement of the Doane Agricultural 
Be rvice. 
The 
favorable 
com 
growing 
season must be given much credit 
Jor producing these large yields 
>of corn. However, the* use of a 
number of the newer good corn 
growing practices were also an 
important factor. 
In all three cases the plant food 
supply in the soil was not only 
ample but particular attention was 
given to the matter of seeing that 
this plant food supply was in 
balance. On the Boyce farm a 
soil test showed that the soil had 
tin unusually high phosphate and 
potash content and that the or­ 
ganic matter and available nitro­ 
gen supply had been taken care of 
through eight preceding years oi 
legume pasture. 
On the C. J. Jackson farm the 
test made last winter showed that 
there was a fairly ample supply of 
phosphate and potash but that corn 
crops in the two preceding years 
had been a factor in reducing the 
nitrogen to relatively low level. 
This deficiency was made up by 
applying 200 lbs. of ammonium 
nitrate per acre. 
On the Harold Hill farm operat­ 
ed by Calvin Singleton, large a- 
mounts of nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash had to be applied in or­ 
der to raise the plant food tQ the 
100 bushel class level.

Each clear evening this month 
a bright object appears in the 
southern sky that outshines every 
star. 
A small leaf will hide it 
from our sight, yet it is many

is still only reflected sunlight like 
that of the Moon.

scope will reveal that it has four 
moons revolving around it at var­ 
ious periods that range from 42 
hours to 16 days, and it has sev­ 
eral more moons that can be seen 
with a larger instrument. 
A beautiful sight with or with­ 
out a telescope is the planet, Ju ­ 
piter, which comes into promi­ 
nence as an evening star about a 
month later each year.

In Miss. Co. 


By producing 
yields 
ranging 
from 105.5 to 126.3 bushels per 
acre three additional Mississippi 
County farmers qualified for mem 
bership in the 10Ü Bushel Corn 
Club this week. 
The yield of 126.3 bushels per 
afcre, which sets a record for the 
•club was made by Floyd Phillips 
tand Eugene Deverger who operate 
the Mrs. Emma Boyce farm near 
Wyatt. Calvin Singleton on the 
Harold Hill 
farm 
southeast of 
Bertrand 
was 
certified by 
the 
yield determination committee to 
have grown 117.6 bushels per acre. 
C. J. Jackson, ‘operator ot the 
Dr. James P. Bridges land near 
Howlett Switch was credited by 
the committee with having produc 
ed 10o.5 bushels per acre. All three 
of these farms are under the man­ 
agement of the Doane Agricultural 
Be rvice. 
The 
favorable 
com 
growing 
season must be given much credit 
ifor producing those large yields 
•of corn. However, the' use of a 
number of the newer good corn 
growing practices were also an 
important factor. 
In all three cases the plant food 
supply in the soil was not only 
ample but particular attention was 
given to the matter of seeing that 
this plant food supply was in 
balance. On the Boyce farm a 
soil test showed that the soil had 
an unusually high phosphate and 
potash content and that the or­ 
ganic matter and available nitro­ 
gen supply had been taken care of 
through eight preceding years ot 
legume pasture. 
On the C. J. Jackson farm the 
test made last winter showed that 
there was a fairly ample supply of 
phosphate and potash but that corn 
crops in the two preceding years 
had been a factor in reducing the 
nitrogen to relatively low level. 
This deficiency was made up by 
applying 2Ü0 lbs. of ammonium 
nitrate per acre. 
On the Harold Hill farm operat­ 
ed by Calvin Singleton, large a- 
mounts of nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash had to be applied in or­ 
der to raise the plant food to the 
100 bushel class level. 
Another important factor in ac­ 
counting for the high yields on the 
Jackson and Boyce farms is the 
fact that the corn was planted 
thick enough to make full use of 
the ample supply of plant food 


available. The stands of corn hav­ 
ing been 
found to be 11,900 and 
13,000 stalks per acre respectively. 
The average stand on the Hill 
farm was found to be only 9120 
j stalks per 
acre 
which is the 
equivalent of one stalk in each 
15” of 40” rows on the average. 
The size of the ears indicate that 
a somewhat thicker stand would 
have produced more bushels per 
acre in this 
particular 
season. 
Dixie 17 was the hybrid grown on 
the Boyce and Jackson farms. The 
Hill farm produced Funk G 711.
